Use Care In Canning

ALONG) about th il time of the 
year, many homemaker* are ca n ­ 
ning foods. 
Now i ’m not going to advise you 
old-tim ers a t canning how to go 
about It, but extreme care is es­ 
sential In home canning to pre­ 
vent contam ination. Maybe even 
you veterans will benefit from 
these few tips. 
Proaonring Food 
Canning Is one of the most 
common methods of preserving 
food. It depends on the use of 
heat to destroy practically all 
bacteria In the food being canned 
and on the halting of the oxygen 
supply to prevent growth of any 
which m ight remain. 
The best way of doing this Is 
the pressure cooker method. Such 
a cooker provides steam th a t is 
hot enough to destroy even the 
resistant Clostridium botulinum, 
a species of bacteria which can 
live without air. 
Food canned aommercially Is 
processed in pressure cookers and 
not a single case of botulism has 
been reported from commercially 
canned food in America since 
1925. 
For AII Moot* 
I t s probably best to uve the 
pressure cooker method for proc­ 
essing all meats and nonacid veg­ 
etables such as beans, corn, as­ 
paragus and peas. 
Processing them in a boiling 


w ater bath usually takes three to 
four times longer. The U. 8. De­ 
p a r tm e n t of A griculture has 
booklets available giving the time 
and tem perature needed for any 
method. 
But no m atter how well you 
prepare these foods for canning, 
'I suggest th a t you boil them for 
Iflve m inutes lmm^dlat-'ly before 
eating. Don’t even tails 
'. i un- 
!til this is done. 


Cold Vegetables 


As for nonacid v e g e ta l s which 
I you w ant to eat cold or use in 
salads, you can boil them and 
then refrigerate them. 
Acid fruits and vegetables such 
as rhubarb, tomatoes, berries and 
the like, can be processed safely 
by the boiling water bath method. 
Their acid, you see, prevent*

BROOKLYN J* — The Yankee 
most feared by the Dodgers is not 
Mickey Mantic — it s Yogi Berra, 
says Brooklyn’s Jackie Robinson. 
“ That’s the man who hurts us 
most,” said the veteran infielder 
of the hustling New York catcher 
“We’d a lot rather have Mantle up 
there in a tight spot than Berra ” 
Although Mantle is the Ameri­ 
can League’s triple offense cham 
pion (hatting leader at .333, home 
run king with 32 and tops in runs- 
hatted-in with 130) the Dodgers are 
more afraid of Yogi’s ability to 
come through in a clutch 
“ We figure that if we can stop 
Berra, we can stop tho Yankees. 
If Berra is hot. we figure we’re 
in bad ♦rouble. This is a fighter— 
he’ll try to whip you with a tooth­ 
pick.”

Toledo Zoo Loses 
Its $5,000 Gorilla 


TOLEDO '.P—A $5,000 baby gor­ 
illa, the first such anthrapoid ever 
ordered by the Toledo Zoo. died 
Thursday in a Long Island animal 
hospital after its arrival from Hol­ 
land Wednesday on a plane. 
The vear-old, 
19-pound 
animal, 
was captured three months ago in 
the French Cameroon* of Africa. 
Phil Skeldon, Toledo Zoo direc­ 
tor, who w as in New York to greet 
the gorilla, said death apparently 
was due to an acute case of air 
sickness. Veterinarians 
said 
the 
animal was dehydrated and had 
been fed intravenously after it re­ 
fused to accept food or liquid.
